, The applicant argues that the '060 reference is not capable of performing the inetended functions. Shaulson discloses an re- 
shaped slit and a clip (figures 4 or 5) capable of performing the intended function of receiving a seatbelt shoulder belt to 
function as a neck reliever, i.e.. the shoulder belt could be passed throught the clip in either embodiment in figures 4 or 5. the 
applicant argues that the art is non-analogous. The rejection is based on 102(b) and a non-analogous argument is not capable 
of overcoming a 102 rejection as long as all the structure has been disclosed by the reference, which it is in this case. The 
structure only needs to be capable of performing the function of applicant's device. The applicant also argues that the clip is 
not spaced apart from anc connected to the base. Figures 4 and 5 show clips (29 or any of the other analogous portions of the 
device, depending on which h-shaped slit is being used to read on the claims) spaced apart and parallel to the base.
